'Vancouver, B. C — (CUP) — A 
ten. thousand dollar donation for 
fighting p'ollomyclltis was given to 
the University of British Columbia 

by the Kinsmen clubs of British 
Columbia recently! The money will 
;b'c used for the purchase of an 
electron microscope for research 
.into polio and other serious dis- 
eases. ' • 

Tlie 910,000 was raised by B.C.'s 
.52 Kinsmen clubs and presented 
through kinsmen-sponsored Cana- 
dian Foundation of Poliomyelitis. 
'Dr.. C. R. Hallman,' chairman of 
the provincial chapter of the found- 
atlbn, made the presentation as an 
initial strp for the prevention 
rather than the cure of polio." 

Kinsmen have been launching 
their "fight against polio" cam 
paign for nearly six years. Pa.<t 
efforts , have centred , around' the 
cure and rehabilitation of polio 
victims. 

The dciicatC' electron microscope 
has proved useful in the 'study of 
such diseases as polio, cancer, 
tobacco mosaic disease and again 
in the ficld^MDifjiinUustry. 

It may iw'usca^o 'judge the dc 
grce of resistance of nerve cells 
polio. It Is hoped that future tests 
will provide a means of building 
up resistance. 

"People continually ask us why 
wc ' fight a disease which causes 
such à tow death-rate," Dr. Hall- 
man said. "To answer that ask 
yourselves why police men, attemp t 
to sloji mur'de^.

He told 
the potential influence of the nu 
merous .internal pressures exerted 
Inside the different countrie.s upon] 
the ultimate success or failure of 
the plan. Lastly, he. discussed the 
Influence of rece«: foreign devel- 
opments on these Internal pressure 
groups. 

Mr. de Kergourlay told of the 
great variety of rates for coal and 
coke that existed at present in the 
western European countries. "Th^ 
great advantages of the Schuman 
linn, in the case of coal, can be 
better - realized when the econ- 
omics of a unified distribution sys- 
tem arc brought to liglit. France has 
had to rely ' upon Imports nf Ger- 
man and Belgian cokes for over 
half of its needs. This dépendance 
upon the German metallurgical 
fuels has been one of the outstand- 
ing factors in the industrial devel- 
opment of France. 

"Under the Schuman Plan the In- 
creased use of German coke in 
French mills would follow such a 
unification of the markets and 
would be further beneficial due to 
the better qualities of ' German 
coke." 

He then discussed the advantag'cs 
Af "the iron and steel, industry with 
Ihe a'cccptancc of the Schuman 
Plan. He said "The pooling of the 
coal and steel productions of Wcst- 
(Conlinued oa Page U.

League of Nations was that it con- 
tained no fewer than four separatu 
notions for -the preservation of 
peace." These notions and the 
problems of ..collective peace were 
the subject of a talk by Dean" Field- 
house to the International Relations 
Club yesterday at 5 p.m. in the Un- 
ion Club Room. 

In the English-pseaking countries, 
the most popular of these fuur no- 
tions was that of a Hague Concil- 
iation, a continuation of the Haguu 
Tribunal League. The notion 
sprang from' the 10th century as- 
sumption that people by and large 
are peaceful and that the Govern- 
ment which is a representation- of 
the people should recognize peace, 
said the Dean. 

Hué And Cry 
Another notion was called the 
Hue and Cry by Dean Fieldhouse. 
The Idea here was for ' a general 
alliance against any aggressor, the 
Impllcatlnn being that the League 
members should act as' police. The 
league would then be using the in- 
iitrument of war for the achieve- 
ment .of peace. 

Dean Fieldhouse illustrated this 
notion by the example of the Idea 
during the first World War that one 
nation had.plottcd the war. The re- 
action that grey^tronv this idea was 
Utat one one goverriiineht in Europe 
Had deliberately plotted the war, 
but that all the natlons^bad^been 
victims of i;reater circumsTances. 
Allied to this is the theory of

Queen's Gaelic 
Yell Originator 
Dies in Toronto 



Kingston. . OnL-iCUP)— The in 
ventor of Queen's Gaelic yell, Dr. 
Alfred Edward Laveil, died recent- 
ly at his home in Toronto. A 
Queen's* graduate. Dr. Lavcll was 
former provincial historian and an 
outstanding authority on reform in- 
stitutions. 

Following graduation from 
Queen's University, he was ordain- 
ed a minister, of . the Methodist 
Church at Victoria College. He held 
pastorates' in Walsh. Ayr, Norwich, 
Waterloo. Niagara Fails and Brant- 
ford, Dr. Laveil served as a chap- 
lain in the First' World War and 
went overseas in 19ip with the 
125th Battalion. He held the rank 
of major and was invalid home 
after service in Europe and Mace- 
donia. He was appointed senior 
chaplain of Saskatchewan. 

Dr. Lavcll came to Toronto in 
1918 and was appointed cxccullviï 
secretary of the Ontnrin Board nf 
Parole. From 1931 to IB35 he w.is 
pix>vinclal historian and whs the 
author ' of books on Qntario educa- 
tional, medical, and penal institu- 
tions.

Matters are 
further complicated by the (act that 
Phibbs has an eligibility certificate 
which was passed by the Canadian 
Intercollegiate Athletic Union and 
only the Board of Governors can 
reverse this, a dim chance Indeed.
